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SPOTLIGHT 


Dr. (SRINIVAS) B. KAUSIK, D.Sc., 
F.L.S., Professor of Botany (Retired), 
Central College, Bangalore and former 
Professor of Botany inthe University of 
Libya, Tripoli, is one of our few oldest 
members still actively connected with the 
Movement in the State today. He joined as 
a 12-year old Scout in 1918-19, soon after 
the inception of the Movement in our State, 
when he was a student in the Government 
Anglo-Vernacular School, Fort, Bangalore, 
this building is now much enlarged and 
houses the Government High School. Dr. 
Kausik remembers very vividly some of his 
early Scouting days in the School, that he 
belonged to the Peacock Patrol in the 
School troop, probably the 20th Bangalore 
Troop, with a medico, Dr. K. Anantharama 
lyengar as Scoutmaster and that the troop 
used to meet on Fridays in the grounds 
adjoining the Tippu Sultan Palace, where 


the Scout Headquarters of the Boy Scouts 
of Mysore had its small office on the 
northern side of the building. A Canadian 
Scouter Mr. Frank C. Irwin had just then 
assumed charge of the Movement in the 
State as its first Director, appointed by the 
Government of Mysore (now Karnataka}. 

Dr. Kausik continued to be a Scout in 
Government Collegiate High School, then 
situated opposite the Central College, when 
he was also for some time associated with 
the activities of a troop attached to 
the Wesleyan Mission High School; at this 
time he was a boarder in the Wesleyan 
Hostal on the Lal-Bagh Road. 

After joining the B.Sc. degree course 
in the Central College in 1925, he became 
a Rover Scout in the College Rover Crew, 
of which his Professors the late Professor 
M. A. Sampathkumaran and ithe _ late 
Professor L. Narayana Rao, were in charge 
as leaders. Later, in 1930 as a member of 
the teaching staff of the Department of 
Botany in the College, when he came under 
the dynamic and inspiring leadership of 
Professor S. V. Ranganna, his Scouting 
activities became more clearly defined as 
he began taking a more keen and lively 
interest, especially in camping, hiking and 
such other purposeful outdoor activities of 
the Rover Crew. At this time he also under- 
took larger responsibilities a3 a leader, 
when he became progressively over the 
years Assistant Rover Leader, Rover 
Leader, Group Scoutmaster (now Group 
Leader) and later Assistant District Com- 
missioner, and also Secretary of the then 
newly constituted University Scout District. 
He availed himself of all opportunities to 
complete Wood Badge training in all the 
three branches, Scout, Cub and Rover 
and also underwent the Commiss:oners, 
course. He took a Scout Wood Badge 
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Part Il also, the 177th course, at the 
International Training Centre in Gilwell 
Park, England in 1947 when he was 
abroad in connection with the Sixth World 
Jamboree held in France. He also attended 
the Deputy Camp Chief's and Akela 
Leader's training courses held in Coonor, 
Nilgiris by the then General Headquarters 
of India. He underwent training in 
musketry at the | Battalion, Mysore Infantry 
at Hebbal, the first, second and the 
medalion examinations in First Aid under 
the St. John Ambulance Association of 
India and the Safety First Course in 
Bombay at the Safety First Association of 
India. 

After several years of service in the 
University Scout District, Dr. Kausik was 
called upon ito take up more responsibili- 
ties at the State level. He became editor 
of the Monthly Magazine of our State 
Association. He was at the same time 
warranted as Headquarters Commissioner 
for Training and was appointed later as 
State Secretary, both of which he held 
until October 1963 when he left for 
Tripoli on an assignment, through the 
Government of India in the Ministry of 
Education, as Professor and Head of the 
Department of Botany in. the Faculty of 
Science of the University of Libya. During 
his stay in Tripoli until July 1970, he was 
invited as a visitor to some of the activities 
of the Libyan Scout Association; he visited 
the 7th Pan-Arab Scout Jamboree held in 
Tripoli in 1966 and also the Conference 
of Arab Commissioners of all Arab Count- 
ries. He was invited to contribute an 
article on the structure and organisation 
of the Bharat Scouts and Guides which 


was translated into Arabic and published 


in the Libyan Scout Journal. After 
returning to India at the end of July 1970, 
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his services were again available to the 
Movement in the State on various occa- 
sions, although he was not officially 
connected with the Movement for some 
time. He was later warranted as Head- 
quarters Commissioner for Rovers about 
two years ago. Recently, he has been 
appointed as Headquarters Commissioner 
in charge of ihe specially created Research 
and Development Cell at the State Head- 
quarters, in view of his rich and varied 
experiences over a long period of more 
than four decades of service to the Move- 
ment both in the State and outside. 

Dr. Kausik has actively participated in 
and played an. important role in the 
Organisational and administrative set-up 
of several rallies and jamborees held in 
the State and outside. Mention may be 


made here of his work as Secretary— 


Treasurer of the 150 strong Indian contin- 
gent, the largest so far from India, to the 
Sixth World Jamboree held in Moisson, 
France in 1947, as Secretary of the Third 
All-India Jamboree held in Bangalore in 
1960, as Field Director at the First 
All-India Jamboree in Hyderabad in 
December 1953 -— January 1954 and as 
the Leader of the State Contingent of 
Scouts and Guides to the Second All- 
India Jamboree held in 1956, during al! 
of which he displayed great devotion to 
the tasks and duties entrusted to him. 
During his long Scout career he has 
met several outstanding leaders of the 
Movement in the world. Although he was 
not an official member of the State contin- 
gent to the All-India Scout Jamboree 
organised by the former Boy Scouts 
Association in India in- Delhi in 1937, he 
was fortunate enough, when he visited 
the Jamboree, to have a glimpse of our 
Founder B.-P.; he is also happy that he 


could meet, at the World Jamboree in 
France in 1947, boththe Founder’s son and 
grandson, then a Cub, Peter and Robert, 
the second and third Lord Baden-Powells, 
respectively. He has also met several 
times the late World Chief Guide, Olave, 
Lady B.-P. and some of the other great 
personalities too, as the late Count Folke 
Bernadotte, Chief Scout of Sweden and 
United Nations Mediator for Palestine in 
1947, the late Lord Rowallan and the Lord 
MacLean, the third and fourth Common- 
wealth Chief Scouts, the late Colonel J.S. 
Wilson, ihe second Camp Chief of Gilwell 
and later Director of the World Scout 
Bureau, his successor at Gilwell Mr. John 
Thurman, many leaders at the British 
Imperial Headquarters in London, including 
the Chief Executive Commissioner Mr. 
A. W.. Hurll, Colonel J. C. Abela, the 
island Commissioner of Malta, andthe late 
Mr. J. H. De Saram, Brigadier C. P. Jaya- 
wardana and C. P. Dharmakirti, all of the 
Ceylon (Sri Lanka) Scout Association. He 
was in regular correspondence with several 
of these leaders. In our own country he 
was closely associated with leaders like 
the late Rao Bahadur G. T. J. Thaddaeus, 
General Secretary of the former Boy 
Scouts Association in India and Camp 
Chief for India for many years, Commander 
K B. Godrej, formerly of the Indian Navy 
and onetime Deputy Chief Commissioner 
for India, the late Sardar Har Dayal Singh, 
Mr. J. |. Muthiah, the late Pandit Sree 
Ram Bajpai, the first National Organising 
Commissioner of the Bharat Scouts and 
Guides and many others. His contacts with 
such eminent leaders, both in and outside 
the country, helped him to imbibe much 
of the fine Scout spirit and gather, at the 
same time, a great deal of valuable know- 
ledge and experience. 


Dr. Kausik was and continues to be 
keenly interested in the training of leaders. 
As a former Headquarters Commissioner 
for training, holding charges as Deputy 
Camp Chief (S. and R.) and Akela Leader, 
these are now known by the rather prosaic 
designation of Adult Leaders and being 
himself trained by some of our able leaders, 
Dr. Kausik has contributed his share to 
the training of Scouters over a long period. 
He was considered to be one of our finest 
trainers in the State and all those who 
have gone through training under him 
speak most appreciatively of the fine style 
and the high standard of his talks at the 
training sessions. 

Both the former Mysore State Associa- 
tion and the former and present All-India 
Associations have honoured Dr. Kausik fot 
his valuable services to the Movement. 
He received the Medal of Merit and the 
second highest and the highest awards, 
namely, the Silver Elephant and the Silver 
Gandabherunda, respectively, from the Boy 
Scouts of Mysore. The former Boy Scouts 
Association in India awarded him the 
Medal of Merit and the Long Service 
Medal. After the merger of the former 
Scout and Guide Associations he was one 
of the few first recipients, and the second 
in‘our State, of the highest national award, 
the Silver Elephant from the Bharat Scouts 
and Guides, the earlier one so honoured, 
but by the former Boy Scouts Association, 
being the late Mr. P. Siva Shankar, a 
former State Chief Commissioner and later, 
Chief Commissioner for India (Scouts).

The Birth of the Boy Scout 


It was an era of peace, plenty and 
prosperity for England—Her Conquests 
accomplished, she had built a mighty em- 
pire across the world, her possessions lay 
beyond the oceans—Britannia ruled the 
waves—She was basking in the sunshine 
of her glory. 
| In the streets of London, smartly 
dressed gentlemen moved about, wearing 
a Variety of hats—silk. ones, bowlers and 
trilbys —carrying sleek rolled-up umbrellas 
and walking sticks—Their dress was formal 
collars stiff and in the waistcoat hung 
watch chains. The ladies wore brightly 
coloured dress with bonnets and elbow- 
length gloves hands carrying parasoles. 
They rode in pretty broughams and hansom 
cabs. The great Queen Victoria still sat 
on the throne, but her reign was slowly 
drawing to a close, the 19th century was 
almost ending and the 20th was round the 
corner. 

There was widespread drunkenness 
and plenty of street brawls. On the social 
scale there were the very rich, too many 
living in ease and luxury. But poverty 
was also widespread and many were 
homeless ; ragged, hungry, dirty, barefoot 
children were a common place among the 
population inthe East End of London. 

In far off South Africa dark clouds 
covered over the British possession of the 
Cape colony. The Boers had started the 
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war, determined to oust the British from 
the colony. Their able genera! Piet Cronje 
knew the strategic importance of the small 
borderland town of Mafeking, the gateway 
to the South, This little town had a 
population of about 2,000 whites and 
some 7,000 dark-skinned natives. Under 
orders from the British Commander-in- 
Chief, Lord Wolseley, Lt. Col. Robert 
Stephenson, Smyth Baden-Powell, who, as 
many thought at the time of his christening, 
bore this very long name fora very small 
child, was asked to hold the town against 
vastly superior 10,000 strong Boer army 
surrounding the town. He had only 750 
regulars and about 450 irregulars making 
up the British garrison which had to hold 
the town against the fierce shelling of the 
enemy. But B-P, as he was even then 
familiarly Known, used all his military 
knowledge and talents, all the tricks and 
dodges that he had learnt and practiced 
and stood successfully against the siege 
which lasted 217 days, the longest in any 
war history at that time, from the 14th of 
October 1899 until the siege was lifted on 
the 17th May 1900. 

The siege of Mafeking is of particular 
importance and significance to the Boy 
Scout Movement. While the town was 
being heavily shelled many of its boys 
sneaked out of shelters and were curious 
to know the fun and exitement of the 
battle that was raging. B.-P., realising the 
great risk that these boys were running, at 


the same time also knowing that there was 


no way of keeping them indoors, thought — 


that they might at least be given some 
sort of training and thus put to some use- 
ful purpose. He, therefore, asked his Chief 
of Staff, Major Lord Edward Cecil to put 
them in uniform, give them training and 
drilling and organise them into a junior 
Cadet corps so thai they could relieve more 
men for actual fighting. These boys were 
given various odd duties, such as carrying 
mail and messages from post to post and 
otherwise doing other small jobs, under 
their own boy leader, the 13-year old Cadet 
Seargeant Major Warner Goodyear. These 
boys were’ therefore, the forerunners of 
the future Boy Scouts, as B.-P. himself 
expressed several years later that Goodyear 
was his Boy Scout. 

Of interest here must be mentioned 
that two stamps, strictly for local use to 
carry mail from post to post within the 
town, were issued during the siege. On 
one of these, a 1-Penny stamp Goodyear 
is shown riding a bicycle, while the other, 
a 3—Pence one portrays Baden-Powel him- 


self. These two stamps have become very | 


rare today and are very valuable and 
expensive collector's items. A rough 
blowup of these stamps is displayed here. 

Itis said that the Boy Scout Movement 
started with a man, an Island anda book. 
The man is Baden-Powel, the island, the 
small Brownsee Island in Poole harbour, 
Dorsetshire in the south of England, and 
the book, Scouting for Boys which Baden- 
Powell, wrote as an instruction manual for 
the training of boys in good citizenship. 
In the year 1907, Baden-Powell who had 
become a national hero as Defender of 
Mafeking, conducted a boys’ camp from 
the 29th July to 9th August to test his new 
method of training boys before venturing 


to publish the manual. He chose the smal 
Brownsea Island as the most suited, away 
from crying eyes, for the purpose, and 
carefully selected 20 boys for the camp. 
These boys came from different social 
levels, some sons of his friends some from 
Eton and other public schools, afew from 
rich families, others from poor ones from 
the East End of London, some from some of 
the youth organisations, like the Boys’ 
Brigade, Church Lads Service Clubs and 
the junior branch of the Y.M.C.A. and 
found that they all mixed together and 
reacted uniformly well. He gave them 
instructions in various practices, such as 
compaigning, observation, nature study, 
wooccraft, first aid, patriotism, etc., The 
boys were divided into four groups, the 


_ patrols, each under a boy leader. None of 


them wore the now familiar Scout uniform, 
they came in ordinary clothes, just as 
Baden-Powell, himself did. 

The camp was so successful that very 
soon afterwards boys throughout the 
country organised themselves into pairol 
and troops and started playing the game 
of Scouting. It is therefore, rightly said, 
as Baden-Powell himself expressed, that 
“he only gave the boys a method, but that 
the boys themselves started the Move- 
ment.’ Here we have tried to stage a few 
Scouting practices that Baden-Powell gave 
the boys in the Brownsea Island camp. 

The book SCOUTING FOR BOYS was 
first published in fortnightly parts during 
the first few months of 1908; it appeared 
in book form in May of that year. 

The Brownsea Island Experimental 
camp was really the beginning of Scouting, 
the tiny seed which was shown there in 
1907 grew rapidly during the years to 
develop into a mighty tree with its branches 
spreading all over the world. In 1909, 
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Baden-Powell held a big rally of 10,000 
Scouts in the Crystal Palace in London, 
when he saw some girls also dressed up as 
Scouts and carrying staves. When ques- 
tioned by Baden-Powell they said ‘We 
are Girl Scouts’’. So this set Baden-Powell 
thinking and he gave the girls a scheme of 
training; the Girl Guides came_ into 
existence. 

In 1916, the smaller boys who had also 
wanted to have the fun of Scouting which 
their elder brothers practiced, became 
members of a junior section of the Move- 
ment, the Wolf Cubs, whose training is 
suited to their ages and is based on the 
play-way of learning. 

While the juniors were formed into the 
Wolf Cub Section, there next arose the 
problem of the older boys, as Scouts grew 
of their age, but wanted to remain within 
the Movement. So a Senior Scout Section 
came into existence in 1917, but this was 
soon followed by what we know today as 
the Rover Scout Section of the Movement. 
The training here is based on Self- 
Education through companionship; their 
motto is Service, service to the community 
and the country in various specialised 
fields. 

There are today other special sections 
too. Air Scouts, Sea Scouts, and the 
Movement also ccters to our less fortunate 


brothers-the physically handicapped and 
the mentally retarded—Scouting has no 
boundaries of race, Colour, creed or social 
status. All are members of a vast Brother- 
hood of the Youth of the World. It is the- 
largest single youth movement. According 
to the latest figures, it has more than 14 
million Scouts throughout the world in 
more than 150 national organisations and 
100 countries, all making and reaffirming 
the same three-fold Promise: ‘‘On my 
honour | promise that | will do my Best to 
do my Duty to God and my Country, to 
Help other people at all times and to obey 
the Scout Law.” 

Although Scouting came to India as 
early as 1909, it was at first open only to 
European and Anglo-India Boys. Scouting 
for Indian boys was being organised 
unofficially mainly through the efforts of 
the late Pandit Madan-Mohan Malaviya in 
the North and by the late Dr. Annie Besant 
in the South. In March 1917, it was 
officially recognised by the Government of 
India; in October of the same year, it was 


approved by the then Government of 


Mysore and introduced in all schools in the 
State under the patronage of the Maharaja 
Sri Krishnaraja Wodeyar, with late Yuvaraja 
Sri Kanteerava Narasimharaja Wodeyar as 
Chief Scout.

Thanksgiving service at the Westminister Abbey 


for the life and work of Olave, Lady Baden-Powell 


‘No mourning as such—all rejoicing 
and happy remembrances and delight at my 
having completed my life. My prayer has 
been answered. 

God give me work till the end of my life, 
God give me life till my work is done. Now 
| had mine on to others.’ 

Those Words—-EXPRESSED in Olave, 
Lady Baden-Powell’s own _ inimitable 
Sty/e—were in the forefront of the minds of 
those who had jouneyed from all parts of 
the world for the service of thanksgiving at 
Westminister Abbey on Monday, 26th 
September. 

Outside the Abbey a veritable sea of 
uniforms moved towards the Great West 
Door as members of the Scouts and Guides 
Associations, representing 20 million 
members in over 103 countries joined, rela- 
tives and friends, members of the Royal 
Family and representatives of Government, 
diplomatic and voluntary organisations for 
the Service. 

In the Bidding Prayer the Dean of 
Westminister, the Very Rev. Dr. E. F. 
Carpenter, gave thanks for ‘so rare and 
beloved a person, distinguished by her 
compassionate caring for Guides and 
Scouts throughout the world, and went on 
to pay tribute to ‘her exalted vision of a 
movement of young people whose vocation 
it is to build bridges, to promote peace 
and spread abroad good will’. 

‘We remember with gratitude her 
endurance, and the arduous journeys she 
undertook when her undaunted spirit, and 
infectious gaiety infused all those she met 
with courage, hope and joy’.

‘We dedicate ourselves in faith to the 
high ideals which she and her husband, 
Robert Baden-Powell, both expressed and 
embodied; and we rejoice in their mutual 
happiness as together they gave themse!ves 
without stint to the service of others’. 

The address was given by Lady Price, 
Chairman of the World Committee of the 
World Association of Girl Guides and Gir} 
Scouts, who reminded the congregation 
that they had come to give thanksgiving 
and to honour that ‘remarkable woman’ who 
was ‘such a willing channel for the love of 
God that she did not have to overcome 
barriers of race, religion, social, educa- 
tional and age differences—for her there 
simply were no. barriers-her smile and 
those expressive hands cut thiough even 
differences of language! 

‘She was received by Monarchs’ 
Presidents, Prime Ministers, Religious and 
Civic Leaders, ‘Lady Price continued., ‘but 
under no circumstances did she cease to 
be her simple warm-hearted seif, bubbling 
over with frank humour and gaiety, noticing 
even the smallest service done to her. 

Lady Price said that it was proper that 
we should look back with gratitude but 
that today ‘united by our Promise’, we 
should ask for the conviction and strength 
to Carry on the work she has bequeathed to 
us in her spirit of universal understanding, 
based on faith, hope and love’—the theme 
of the First Lesson from Corinthians, 
Chapter 13, read earlier in the service by 
Lord Baden-Powell, Lady Baden-Powell’s 
grandson.

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Relief Uperations by Canara Bank Men. 


On 19th November 1977, cyclone had 
hit Andhra Pradesh, Tamil Nadu and other 
coastal areas, causing a great loss of life 
and property. It was a big havoc. The 
press, radio carried the news and photos 
about the disaster. It moved the people 
of the country and also the people of the 
world. People from the nook and corner 
of the world came forward to help the less 
destined people by way of cash, clothes 
and also physical help. 

We about 12 persons, the staff of 
Canara Bank planned to go as volunteers 
and serve the people. The Bank also gave 
a call to all Canara Bank-men and women 
to come forward as volunteers and move to 
the affected areas to help the people, as 
though catalyse our plan to go as 
volunteers. We were required to be 
sponsored by a non-political social service 
organisation. As all of us were active 
Scouts in our school days we thought it 
fit to go through the Bharat Scouts & 
Guides, Karnataka State. We contacted 
the Bharat Scouts & Guides, Karnataka. 
We became members of BSG and identified 
ourselves as members of the Association. 
We were encouraged very much by the 
S.0.C. (S) BSG and we were givin all 
the guidance. We were sponsored by the 
BSG and were asked to move to Guntur 
(A.P.) and work there under the direction 
of local Secretary, Bharat Scouts & Guides. 

it was a bright sunny day. The train 
carrying us moved slowly towards Guntur 


from Vijayawada. Onthe way itself we 
could see the havoc caused by the Cyclone. 
Many of the trees and electric poles were 
uprooted, the tops of the huts were blown 
off. Inaplace a railway station shelter 
had collapsed. After an hour journey 
we reached Guntur. We met the local 
Secretary of Scouts & Guides (Sri Jagan- 
nacha Rao) and reported to him. He was 
very happy to see a team of volunteers all 
the way from Bangalore. We were taken to 
the District Collector and were introduced 
to him. He directed us to the Tahsildar. 
We were taken to Tahsildar and our 
services were kept at his disposal. The 
Tahsildar found our offer timely, when 
they were looking for non-local people for 
a fair and unbiased distribution of relief 
items/articles. 

Daily we used to accompany some 
disbursing officer to villages. We went in 
batches to different villages. We were 
helping the disbursing officers in checking 
the damaged huts, enumerate huts and then 
disburse cash relief of Rs. 150 per hut. 
Many times our work used to go upto 
midnight and in two places, we worked 
till the early hours of the next day. But 
service motto suppressed the strain and 
we never felt tired. As Scout members 
our motto was ,,BE PREPARED To SERVE” 
Many times we carried bread, biscuits for 
our foods; and at times we had to forgo . 
our lunch or supper. In some places we 
disbursed atta (wheat powder). We 
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measured out atta and disbursed quantities 
in proportion to the size of the family. We 
made it a fair and proper distribution. In 
some villages wealso distributed old 
clothes. We sorted out the clothes as per 
size and to whom it should go and then 
distributed them. In two or three villages, 
some of our friends distributed palmairah 
leaves. in almost all villages, we used to 
meet the affected people, talked to them, 
made kind enquiries about them and 
advised them how to make best use of the 
cash relief provided to them 

One day, to have more idea about the 
havoc we went to Avanigadda Taluk, 
which is 70 miles away from Guntur and 
this taluk is very near to the coast. From 
a place called Nagayalanka we walked to 
a village called Chowdavaram which was 
buried by the cyclone. It was half an 
hour walk in the dusty roads. There 
almost ail the houses and huts were 
destroyed. On both sides of the road, as 
we walked, we could see ashes of burnt 
animals, half burnt animals, etc. There 
we distributed some medicines, clothes 
and cash which we had carried personally 
from Bangalore. 

In almost every village we found the 
people very hospitable and’ courteous, 
except in one village where people gher- 
aoed us in the night and abstructed our 
jeep from moving out. Toconclude, we 
can say that our relief work was a very 
good experience. We returned home 
feeling elated after serving the distressed 
people; we thank the State Secretary, 
State Organising Commissioner (S) of the 
Bharat Scouts & Guides and our Canara 
Bank authorities and others for having 
provided us such an opportunity.

Lady Baden-Powell Memorial Service at Nairobi 


MESSAGE by H. E. the President 
M. J. Kenyatta in memory of Lady Baden- 
Powell memorial service, All Saints 
Cathedral, Nairobi on Tuesday the 9th 
August, 1977. 

The Death of Lady Baden- Powell, the 
World Chief Guide marks the end of a 
Chapter in the history of the two oldest 
International Youth Movements—the Boy 
Scouts and the Girl Guides. 

Chapter | began in 1907 with the 
founding of the Boy Scouts and Chapter II 
with that of the Girl Guides in 1910. The 
Chapter just ended only marks the begin- 
ning of even greater days ahead for the 
nation of the world through good princi- 
pled character training of the world youth. 

Since then the U. K. founded Youth 
Movements gained both strength and 
momentum internationally. To-day the 


world has over 20 million Scouts and 


Guides in more than 100 countries. Kenya 
has nearly 34,000 boys and girls and has 
the singular honour of being chosen by the 
Founder of these great Youth Movements 
to be his and his wife’s resting place. 

We shall accord them the due respect 
as befit such eminent historical figures. 

In my book ‘Facing Mt. Kenya’, | 
narrated the history of the people whose 
lives were inspired by the great mountain 
of Kirinyaga. 

May | wish the Scouts and the Guides 
Movement the world over to be equally so 
inspired in years to come by the same 


mountain as they face Mt. Kenya in whose 


foot slopes rests the remains of both Lord 
Baden-Powell and Lady Baden-Powell. 
May the Almighty God rest their Souls 
in Peace. 
Long live Scouting and Guiding. 
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Thanks to the Postal authorities for the First Day 
Cancellation Catchet issued on 28-12-1977 in 
commemoration of the Diamond Jubilee of 
Scouting in our State (Jamborette heid at 
Champakanagar, Sakleshpur, Hassan District).

Long Live Scouting and Guidin 
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Report of the Jamborette 


Preamble: 


As soon as the final decision was 
taken by the State Headquarters, in 
consultation with the District Association 
of Hassan, frequent periodical visits were 
made to Sakleshpur, the venue for the 
XV Karnataka State Scout and Guide 
Diamond Jubilee Jamborette to be heid 
from the 27th December 1977 to 2nd 
January 1978, by the State Chief 
Commissioner and his team of the 
Jamborette Organising Staff. The hillock 
on the noth-west of Sakleshpur, lying 
by the Lakshmipuram Extension, on the 
Bangalore-Mangalore Road was selected 
as the Jamborette site in view of its 
commanding position overlooking the 
town and the picturesque surroundings. 
The site was marked out and laid suitably 
to accommodate the two main camps, 
namely, the Scout and Guide camps. The 
top of the hillock surmounted by the Pump 
House with its Water Purification Plant was 
cleared and levelied to serve as the main 
Arena for the parades and other activities. 
On the north-western side of the Pump 
House the sloping hillock was cleared and 
levelled for pitching the tents forthe Scout 
camp, while the grounds in the premises 
of the St. Joseph’s Convent Girls’ High 
“School and the area surrounding the 
Church were set apart for the accommoda- 
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tion of the Guides camp. Arrangements 
were also made for the District kitchens to 
be set up between the Scout and Guide 
camps on the North-Eastern side of the 
Pump House. The Jamborette site was 
named “‘Champakanagar’’, as, according to 
the early history of the town, the place 
was covered by a profuse growth of 
Champaka trees. 


Special mention must be made here of 
the help rendered to us in the preparation 
of the site by Sriyuths N. K. Ganapaiah, 
Coffee Planter, Somappa, President, 
Town Municipal Council, Sakleshpur, 
B.Shantharaj, A.D.C.(S) and C.V.Tirumala 
Rao, A.E O. and Secretary, Local Associa- 
tion, Sakleshpur.

Monday, 2th December 1977 


On the evening of the 26th December 
1977, all the Jamboreitte Staff, Sub-camp 
Chiefs and Contingent Leaders met at 
6 pm. to discuss the arrangements for ithe 
reception and registration of the units on 
their arrival the next day. The State Chief 
Commissioner, Sri Kondajji Basappa, who 
was the Jamborette Chief, presided and Sri 
S. Audikesavalu, State Organising Com- 
missioner(S) briefed the leaders about their 
various duties and appealed to them for 
their help and co-operation to make the XV 
Karnataka State Scouts and Guides Jam- 
borette a great success. The Jamborette 
Chief observed in his remarks that such of 
the contingents as had not already register-

ed and were anxious to participate in the 
Jamborette could also be registered, but in 
view of the shortage of tentage, such units 
may be provided accommodation in some 
of the school buildings in the town and 
they would be permitted to participate in 
all the activities of the Jamborette. 


Tuesday, 27th December 1977 


Contingents of Scouts and Guides 
started arriving from early morning of 27th 
December 1977. The Jamborette office 
under the charge of SriS. Paulraj and Smt. 
Suvarna proceeded briskly with its work of 
registering and alloting accommodation to 
the contingents in the several sub-camps. 
It was quite a sight to see the thorough- 
ness and efficiency with which the office 
staff attended to this important work of 
clearing the contingents as quickly as 
possible after giving them the badges, 
scarves, instruction booklets, etc. 


In the afternoon a rehearsal! for the 
next day’s ceremonial inauguration of the 
Jamborette was held at 4p.m. All the 
participating contingents and their leaders 
were present for this rehearsal which was 
conducted by Major A. T. Sethunarayan, 
District Commissioner (S), Bangalore 
South District, who was the Commissioner 
in charge of planning and directing the 
ceremonial inauguration of the Jamborette. 


A meeting of the State Executive 
Committee was held at 4-30p.m. in the 
Auditorium of the St. Joseph’s Convent 
High School, Sakleshpur. The State Chief 
Commissioner presided.

Later, at6 p.m. a special meeting of 
the State Council was held in the same 
premises, with the State Chief Commissio- 
ner presiding. This meeting was specially 
convened to approve the Service Rules of 
the employees of the Association, discussed 
and placed on the agenda earlier at the 
State Executive Commmittee meeting. 
These rules were duly approved by the 
Council. It may be recalled here that this - 
meeting is significant inthat the rules were, 
for the first time in the long history of the 
Movement in the State, discussed and 
adopted. 


Later in the night at 8 p.m. the Sub- 
camp Chiefs and Contingent Leaders met 
for finalising the arrangements for the 
inauguration of the Jamborette the next 
morning. 


Wednesday, 28th December 1977 


This was a great day; it marked the 
official opening of the XV Karnataka State 
Scout and Guide Diamond Jubilee Jam- 
borette. The National and the Association 
Flags were hoisted by a selected Scout 
and a Guide at9 a.m. after which the 
younger Scouts and Guides, in their bright 
uniform, occupied the centre of the arena 
in a diamond formation to signify the © 
Diamond Jubilee of the Movement in the 
State, while, the other Scouts and Guides 
formed the perimeter of the arena for the 
Ceremonial Inauguration. Thanks to the 
painstaking efforts and planning by Major 
A. T. Sethunarayan, District Commr. (S), 
Bangalore South District who was in charge 
of the arrangements for the inaugural 


function, the ceremonial opening of the 
Jamborette was a novel and impressive 
function, with the rush forward of the 
Scouts and the passing of the Torch Light 


from the previous Jamborette held in — 


Sandur. 


Sri V. P. Deenadayalu Naidu, State 
Commissioner (S) welcomed the Chief 
Guest, the President and other guests. 
He referred services rendered to the 
movement by Sri Manchaiah, D.P.|I., 
the Chief Guest when he was an Assistant 
State Commissioner (S) and thanked him 
for his continued interest in Scouting and 
Guiding and the support given to the 
Movement by him as Director of Public 
Instruction. 


Sri Manchaiah expressed his pleasure © 


for being given an opportunity to be pre- 
sent on the occasion and at being given 
the honour of inaugurating the Diamond 
Jubilee Jamborette. He also spoke of the 
significance of the present gathering of 
Scouts and Guides from all parts of the 
State and also from Tamil Nadu, Goa and 
Southern Railway to participate in this 
unique Jamborette which marks not only 
the 120th year of the birth of the Founder, 
but also, the Diamond Jubilee of Scouting 
and Guiding in the State and the Platinum 
Jubilee of World Scouting. 


Next Dr. S. B. Kausik, Editor-in-Chief 
of the Jamborette Souvenir spoke briefly 
about the Souvenir and of the painstaking 
efforts of the Convener, Sri K. B. Shanmu- 
khappa in its publication and requested 


Sri L. B. Periera, Coffee Planter of Saklesh- » 


pur to release the Souvenir. Sri Periera, 
referi.d in his remarks to the past glory of 


Sakleshpurandits historicaland geographi- 
cal importance and released the Souvenir. 


Lastly, Smt. Devamma Ganapaiah de- 
clared open the Exhibition arranged by the 
Scouts and Guides. In this connection, 
Sri Ganapaiah made a reference to some 
interesting exhibits, including a 28 Kg. 
pumpkin grown in his estate, the Harley 
Estate in Sakleshpur and also seedling 
samples of cardamom plants, coffee plants 
and ginger plants from local estates. 


The Scout and Guide Exhibition 
contained many Scout and Guide articles 
and Models prepared by the Scouts and 
Guides. There were many frames of coins 
and postage stamps of different countries. 
Special mention mustbe made of the framed 
photographs of old Bangalore displayed 
by Maj. A. T. Sethunarayan. The electronic 
gangets and working models prepared and 
displayed by a Scout of the B. E. L. School 
was another noteworthy item which 
attracted the attention of the visitors. Sri 
Vincenza, District Commissioner (G), South 
Kanara, and Sri S.R.Bhagwath, Scouter of 
Dharwar, deserve our congratulations for 
arranging all the exhibits in an attractive 
way. 


Finally, concluding the morning's 
inaugural function, Sri S. B. Somappa, 
President of the Town Municipal Council, 
who presided over the function thanked the 
State Headquarters of the Bharat Scouts 
and Guides for selecting Sakleshpur as the 
venue for the Jamborette which, he said, 
had stirred the people of the town to great 
activity and had inspired them to come 
forward to render the organisation all help 
and co-operation to make it agreatsuccess. 


He also announced amidst loud cheers 
from the assembled gathering of the invi- 
tees and Scouts and Guides that, asa mark 
of appreciation of the Movement, the 
Town Municipal Council had accepted his 
suggestion to name the venue of the 
Jamborette as “‘CHAMPAKANAGAR”’ and 
to lay it outas a new extension of the 
town. The function closed with a vote of 
thanks proposed by the State Secretary 
Sri A. D. Anandan. 


In the afternoon, there were several 
Scout and Guide activities, Sri K. S. 
Shankar, L.T.(S)and Smt.Mythily Sampath, 
State Training Commissioner(G), with their 
team of assistants, conducted the Standard 
Judging Tests sub-campwise at 2 p.m. 
Later at 6. 30 p.m. the final dress rehearsal 
for the next dey’s Gang Show was held 
in the St. Joseph’s Convent Hall. The day’s 
activities ended with camp fires held in 
the several sub-camps. 


The Posts and Telegraphs Department 
provided us with a special postal catchet 
on the day of inauguration of the Jambo- 
rette for the cancellation of all the outward 
mail from the camp. This is the first time 
that such a catchet was provided for a 
State level Jamborette. 


Thursday, 29th December 1977 


At 9 a.m. the different items of Skill- 
o-rarma were conducted in the arena sub- 
campwise by SrifF.J. Anthony Cruz, 
A. L.T.(S) and Smt. Mythily Sampath. 
Later in the afternoon at 2 p.m. there was 
an exciting Jamborette Fair, a kind of a 
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mela with lots of fun and merriment, under 
the direction of Sri K. B. Nanjappa, State 
Training Commissioner (S) and Smt. 
Marjorie D‘ Cunha, District Commissioner 
(G), K.G.F., followed by mass drill, 
displays, gymnastics and  yogasana 
demonstrations. 


In the evening, the much-publicised 
Gang Show was held in the Town Hall 
at 6 p.m. under the direction of Sri S. 
Audikesavalu, S. O. C.(S) and Smt. 
Devaky Singh, District Commissioner (G). 
The hall was packed to capacity and many 
had to stand and watch the attractively got 
up items on the show. The show was by tic- 
kets andthe proceeds amounting to about 
Rs. 1,629-00 were forthe Prime Minister’s 
Cyclone Relief Fund of Andhra Pradesh 


-and Tamil Nadu. The Gang Show also 


included folk song recitations by the well- 
known exponent, Janapadasahityarathna 
K. R. Lingappa, Advocate, Tarikere, who 
was the Chief Guest for the function. Sri 
Kulkarni, Assistant Commissioner of 
Sakleshpur, presided over the function. 


Friday, 30th December 1977 


Scouts and Guides were looking for- 
ward to the major item of interest to them 
on this day, namely, the Hike which was 
carefully arranged for their enjoyment by 
sr T.S.- Lucas, (A. Le Pe (S)-and “Smt: 
Sharadamma, Guider. The hikers left in the 
morning at about 9 a.m. in batches carry- 
ing their packed lunch for the afternoon 
and with instruction to prepare tea at their 
destination, the Manjarabad Fort, in the 
afternoon just before their homeward 


journey. The hike covered an overall 
distance of about 8k. m. Teams of Scout 
and Guide Leaders, with some hospital 
staff, followed the hikers in three jeeps so 
as to be readily available to them in case 
of any emergency. The hikers returned to 
camp at about 5 p.m. after a very enjoy- 
able experience which they all had during 
the hike, all of them looking happy and 
cheerful as they returned to the Jamborette 
grounds. 


Soon afterwards, snacks and tea were 
served to all the Scouts, Guides and the 
assembled visitors through the generosity 
of the local Manjarabad Cricket Club, This 
was greatly appreciated by one and all and 
we offer our greatful thanks to the president 
and members of the Club for their 
thoughtful and kind gesture. 


While the Scouts and Guides were 
away on hike, all the Scouters, Guiders 
and Commissioners assembled in the hall 
of the St. Joseph’s Convent School for an 
informal get-together at 9a.m. Sri K.Malla- 
ppa, Additional Director of Public 
Instruction, presided over the meeting, 
with Sardar Lakshmansingh, State Chief 
Commissioner, Bharat Scouts and Guides, 
Maharashtra State as Chief Guest. A brief 
welcome was extended to the distinguished 
guests and the Scouters, Guiders and 
Commissioners by Sri V. P. Deenadayaiu 
Naidu, State Commissionar (S). Although 
there was no preplanned agenda for the 
meeting, several interesting subjects 
concerning the development of Scouting 
and Guiding were discussed. 


In his Presidential address, Sri Malla- 
ppa thanked the Organisation for inviting 


him to participate in the activities of the 
Jamborette. He said he was happy to 
have met a number of teachers and Scout- 
masters andGuideCaptains who are wedded 
to the Movement and had taken up a noble 
cause of training the children to become 
good citizens. He assured all help to the 
Movement and appealed to philanthrophic 
men and women to come forward and 
donate uniforms to needy Scouts and 
Guides, which, he felt would go a long 
way in encouraging the Movement. 


The Chief Guest Sardar Lakshmansingh 
gave an illuminating talk about the 
fundamentals of the Scout and Guide 
Movements and observed that, irrespective 
of any political thoughts and differing 
shades of opinion, the leaders within the 
Movement are like brothers working for a 
common cause for the benefit of the youth 
of the country. He claimed, with a legiti- 
mate sense of pride, that he took up the 
noble profession of teaching and that he 
was attracted thereby to Scouting; he had 
ample opportunities to be of service to the 
children. Concluding his address, he 
observed that Scouting is quite relavant to 
the needs of the present day and of the 
society in which he live, and that he was 
happy and felt inspired that so many 
Scouters and Guiders had packed the hall 
to participate in the discussions during the 
meeting.

In the evening there was a display of 
folk-lore songs and dances at 8.30 p.m. 
by the local artistes. The display was well 
appreciated by the assembled gathering. 
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Saturday, 31st December 1977 


At 9 a.m. there were water adventure 
activities in the Hemavathi River and wide 
games for Scouts and Guides. The former 
were organised by Major A. T. Sethu- 
narayan with the assistance of Sri Anthony 
Cruz, Sri G. T. Goankar, A S.0.C. (S) and 

the M.E.G. personnel who had come from 
? Bangalore, while the wide games for 
Scouts and Guides were under the charge 
of Major M. R. Narayan Singh, District 
Commissioner (S) and Smt. Ravi Kumari, 
A.L.T.(G), respectively. These wide games 
were based on interesting themes involving 
adventures and skill in Scout and Guide 
craft. Later a Friendship Game was 
organised by Sri H. Y. Ramaiah, Head- 
quarters Commissioner (S). 


In the afternoon, the Platinum Jubilee 
Celebrations were held at 3 p.m. For this 
event Sri J. B. Mallaradhya, our former 
State Chief Commissioner was the Chief 
Guest, while Sardar Lakshmansingh, State 
Chief Commissioner of Maharashtra, pre- 
sided over the function. After a_ brief 
welcome address by Sri V. P. Deenadayalu 
Naidu, State Commissioner (S), Dr. S. B. 
Kausik, Headquarters Commissioner for 
Research and Development who was in 
charge of this programme, explained the 
significance of the Jubilee which marks 
the seventieth anniversary of the Brown- 
sea Island experimental camp which our 
Founder Baden-Powell, conducted before 
he actually lauched the movement during 
the next year. It also marks the first 
publication date of the book ‘’Scouting 
for Boys’’. This was followed by a pageant 
under the direction of Dr. Kausik and a 
commentary by Sri K. S. Shankar, which 
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gave a vivid impression of the several 
events relating to the development of 
Scouting through the years 1907-1977. 
The pageant was much appreciated by the 
guests and the large gathering of Scouts 
and Guides. | 


Sri Mallaradhya spoke about his early 
days in the Movement, reviewing briefly 
the achievements which stand to the credit 
of Scouting in the State and made a 
special reference to his role, during those 
days of his official career as Sub-Division 
Officer, in initiating Rural Scouting in the 
State, which, it may be claimed, was the 
first attempt in the country to carry 
Scouting to the villages. 


Sardar Lakshmansingh, in his presi- 
dential remarks, congratulated Dr. Kausik 
for the very original and excellent manner 
in which the several events in the Pageant 
were presented so as to give a vivid 
picture of the story of Scouting. He 
concluded with a quotation from Socrates 
that ‘’People generally look after their own 
children, but great men look after others’ 
children as well’’. Sri K. B. Shanmukhappa, 
Headquarters Commissioner for Publication 
proposed a vote of thanks. 


A Pageant comprising spectacular 
shows of such items as Dasara Procession, 
Nandikolu, Suggi Kunitha, Chariot proces- 
sions of gods and heroes ar.d displays in 
colourful costumes, in which all the 
Districts in the State participated, was 
presented as a moving parorama in the 
arena at4.30 p.m. This was followed at 
6 30 p.m. by the Grand Camp-fire which 
was declared open by the Chief Guest, 
Smt. (Dr.) P. Selvie Das, Director of 


Collegiate Education, and presided over 
by Sri S. Halappa, Director of Pre-Univer- 
sity Education Sri Haiappa assured the 
Organisation that he would do his utmost 
to encourace Scouting and Guiding at the 
Pre-University level. Smt. (Dr.) P. Seivie 
Das also assured her full support for this 
worldwide movement. 


Later, as midnight approached, marking 
the end of year 1977 and the dawn of a 
new year, an impressive Midnight Mass 
with a candle light procession from the 
Chapel of the St. Joseph’s Convent to the 
Jamborette grounds, arranged by Sister 
Bernadine and led by Rev. Fr. |. D’Costa, 
was held. The Mass was attended by a 
large number irrespective of caste or creed. 
Thus was ushered in the New Year 1978, 
everyone wishing everybody else Health, 
Happiness and Prosperity through the 
coming days. : 


Sunday, 1st January 1978 


This was a thanksgiving day for the 
very successful conclusion of the Jambo- 
rette which everybody in camp enjoyed 
thoroughly. A Scouts’ and Gu des’ Own 
was held in the morning at which Sardar 
Lakshmansingh and Sri Kondajji Basappa, 
State Chief Commissioners of Maharashtra 
and Karnataka respectively, addressed the 
Scouts and Guides. It was a solemn 
occasion reminding all of us of our Duty 
to God. The programme was organised 
by Sr. Vincenza, District Commissioner(G), 
South Kanara. 


An item of great interest was the 
Route March of the Scouts and Guides 


and their leaders through the streets of 
Sakleshpur. At the head of the marching 
column were two elephants loaned to us 
for the purpose by the Government Forest 
Department. A Scout and a Guide riding 
on the Elephant carried the National Flag 
and the Association Flag. The route march 
proved to be a great attraction to the 
people of the town. 


In the afternoon at 3.30 p.m., General 
K. M. Cariappa, Former Commander-in- 
Chief of the Indian Army laid the founda- 
tion of the Smt. and Sri L. B. Periera Scout 
and Guide Centre in the premises of the 
Alappa Setty Scout and Guide Bhavan in 
which is located the office of the Local 
Association of Sakleshpur. The donors 
of the Centre and other invited guests 
were present on this occasion. The State 
Chief Commissioner thanked Smt. and Sri 
Periera for their munificence and said that 
the donation made by them would be 
utilised for the construction of a building 
for the use of Scouts and Guides for their 
activities as a den. 


Later the valedictory function came 
off at 4 p.m. General K. M. Cariappa, 
was the Chief Guest and Sri S. Arjuna Raja, 
Managing Director of the Southern Asbes- 
tos and Cements Ltd., Madras, presided 
over the function, while Dr. Joseph 
George, Director, Indian Plywood Indus- 
tries Research Institute, Bangalore distri- 
buted the certificates to the participants 
and Sri B. K. Das, Deputy Commissioner, 
Hassan District, gave away the trophies 
and shields. 


General Cariappa took the salute at 
an impressive March Past of Scouts and 
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Guides and speaking on the occasion, he 
stressed that the aim of education was 
improvement of the physical, mental and 
moral! attitudes and abilities of the child. 
He exhorted the Scouts and Guides to be 
prepared for hard work and to cultivate the 
spirit of fellowship, love of the country 
and a respect for his own dharma, and 
thus to become good citizens of the 
country. He advised them to rely on 
themselves and not to depend on others 
for help and above all to develop reverence 
to God. He appreciated the smart turnout 
of the Scouts and Guides at the March 
Past and congratulated their leaders in 
giving them such good training. Earlier, 
General Cariappa presented the awards 
and medals to the recipients on behalf of 
the State Headquarters of ithe Bharat 
Scouts and Guides. 


A spectacular fire works display was 
arranged by the Jamborette Committee on 
the night of 1st January 1978 which 
attracted many visitors from the town to 
the Jamborette grounds and was also 
witnessed by many more in the town 
itself. Sri Mohamed Shariff of Sriranga- 
patna was responsible for putting up this 
colourful show. 


Monday, 2nd January 1978 


The XV Karnataka State Jamborette 
closed at 9 a.m. on this day. The State 
Chief Commissioner and Jamborette Chief 
standing on the ceremonial rostrum, gave 
his Farewell Address to the Scouts and 
Guides. He observed that the Jamborette 
held at Champakanagar in Sakleshpur was 
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a big success and it had filled every one 
concerned with happiness and hope for 
the future. It brought out in full measure 
the generosity, Co-operation and hospita- 
lity of the people of this beautiful town of’ 
Sakleshpur. He requested the participants 
to ‘go back to their homes with the rich 
experiences which they had gathered there 
and tell their elders of the happy times 
that they had spent during the past few 
days’. He extended to all a very Happy 
and Prosperous New Year- 1978 and 
prayed that God may bless them all with 
His Grace. 


General Cariappa who was present at 
the farewell meet expressed his great 
appreciation of the good performance of 
the band set belonging to the State Head- 
quarters and congratulated the Band 
Master Sri Patrick and the members of the 
Band set on their performance. 


The Association Flag was next lowered 
ceremonially and handed over ta the State 
Chief Commissioner to be passed on to 
the next Jamboreite to be held in the 
State. So ended a great and successful 
gathering of Scouts and Guides who had 
come from all parts of the State of 
Karnataka.

We record here with gratitude 
that a special postal cancellation was 
provided for all outward mail on the 28th 
December 1977, to mark the inauguration 
of the Jamborette, by a special catchet, 
the design for which, measuring 1” x 2” 
was prepared from a rough sketch made 
by Dr. S. B. Kausik. This was the first 
Jamborette in the State for which such a 
special catchet was used. We thank the 
Director-General of the Posts and Tele- 
graphs Department, Government of India 
for this nice gesture shown to us. 


2. State Bank of Mysore: 


The State Bank of Mysore opened a 
special branch at Champakanagar for the 
convenience of the Scouts and Guides 
attending the Jamborette. 


3. Hospital: 


The Hospital at the Jamborette ren- 
dered excellent service to the Scouts and 
Guides by their prompt attention to cases 
of slight indisposition, injuries, etc. More 
serious cases were treated at the Crawford 
Hospital in the town. 


4. Janatha Bazaar: 


A groceries stall was opened at the 
Jamborette grounds by the Janatha Bazaar 
of Hassan.

6. Scout and Guide Equipment Stores : 
This was the State Headquarters Stall 
where equipment required by the Scouts 
and Guides was sold.
